Thirty flying boats were stationed on the left bank of the Dvina River, just 
east of the airfield, The crews of the flyins boats had T--505 on their epau~ 
lets. 7 


The airfield was on an island in the Dvine River, east of the orkh-Bum Combine, 
about 20 kn southeast of Arkhangelsk, * The about 33 lo. square field had a 
light gravel cover. A windmill and two radio masts, from 75 to 80 meters high, 
were northeast o° the field. 


Three harge wooden hangars, covered with tarred cardboard, and 7 cantorment - 
buildings, each “OxhO meters, occupied by air force soldiers, were on tke edge 
of the field. 

A seaplane base with three quays and two cantonment buildings was on the bank 
of the Dvina River, on the western edre of the airfield, About 20 twin-engine 
flying boats with sinsle rudder assembly were stationed there, 


The field was occupied by: About 50 single-engine fichters, about 20 biplenes 
and about 150 twin=ensine planes with single rudder assembly and plexiglass 
cockpit canopy. the planes were equipped with ski rumners ‘in vinter, 


Flying activity seen included firing at ground targets and sleeve targets, 
sometimes at night, with searchlights in operation, and tombing and parachut- 
ing, with seven parachutists jumping from one plane. 


A Soviet loading foreman said that three round boilers, each 18 meters long and 
3 to 5 meters in diemeter, which were destined for the airfield, were unloaded 
in October 1948.
